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Italy Outlines Revision 
Of Accord With Vatican 
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■ CcmqMted by Our Staff From Dupaicha 

ROME — The Italian govern- 
ment presented a draft revision 
Wednesday of its concordat with 
the Vatican that will end the status 
‘ of Catholicism as Italy’s state reli- 
gion. 

In an address to the Senate,

lined the latest revision of the com- 
pact, one part of the Lateran Trca- 
ty signed between ' the Vatican 
Under Pope Pius XI and Mussoli- 
ni’s government on Feb. 11, 1929.

WASHINGTON — If President 
Ronald Reagan is reflected he is 
likely to propose far-reaching 
changes in the U_S. tax system early 
next year to try to reduce federal 
budget deficits, according to Trea- 
sury Secretary Donald T. Regan. 

The changes, Mr. Regan said in 
an interview Tuesday, could in- 
clude the elimination' of many in- 
come tax deductions and the lower- 
ing of tax rates. 

[Larry M. Speakes, the White 
House spokesman, confirmed 
Wednesday that Mr. Reagan would 
call for a revised and simplified tax 
code in his State of the Union mes- 
sage. He said Mr. Reagan would 
announce a government study on 
ways to dose tax loopholes, in- 
crease revenues, and simplify the 
filing of tax .returns. United Press 
International reported from Wash- 
ington.] 

In the interview, Mr. Regan also 
said that officials in a second Rea- 
gan administration would hope to 
persuade Congress to bring the rate 
of spending increase well under the 
rate of the increase of federal reve- 
nues and thus narrow the deficits 
over a prolonged period. 

His comments suggested an ef- 
fort to alter the terms of the tax- 
ation and spending debate that has 
stalemated efforts in Congress and 
the administration to deal with fed- 
eral budget deficits, which the ad- 
ministration expects to be about 
S 1 80 billion for at least the next 
three years. 

Normally, the Reagan adminis- 
tration speaks of r aising taxes only 
if Congress cuts spending. Tues- 


day. Mr. Regan said spending 
could rise if the revenues from tax- 
es rise faster than spending doss. 
He did not indicate whether he ex- 
pects changes in the tax system to 
produce revenue gains. 

“If we’re going to have a 7 or S 
percent increase in revenues, one 
year over the next, what we have to 
learn to do is have the rate of in- 
crease of the federal budget of oniv 
3 or 4 percent." Mr. Regm .said. 
“You can't make an amputation of 
major programs. There's no way 
you can just cut them off." 

Spending increased 14 percent in 
fiscal 1981, the first year of the 
Reagan administration, and the 
rate of increase has been slowing 
steadily, to an estimated 7.4 per- 
cent for 1984. the OFfice of Man- 
agement and Budget reported. 
Revenues, sharply affected by the 
strength of the economy, have been 
far more erratic, rising "15.9 percent 
in 1981 and 3 percent in 1 982. Thev 
fell last year ‘and ore expected to 
rise 11.5 percent this year. 

More than any other senior eco- 
nomic official, Mr. Regan tends to 
reflect the president's views on 
budget and tax policies. 

Mr. Regan said Tuesday that the 
administration's earlier disen- 
chantment with the policies of the 
Federal Reserve Board and its 
chairman. Paul A. Volcker. had 
subsided. Periodically. Mr. Regan 
has criticized the Fed . 

For now, however, Mr. Regan 
said he would be happy if the Fed 
continued to follow its policy of 
keeping the growth of the U.S. 
money supply at the center of the 
Fed's current target range of 4 per- 
cent to 8 percent 


African Nations Show Tight Brotherhood at UN 


Whatever the Stresses at Home, Delegates Take Pride in Diplomatic Unity

UNITED NATIONS. New 
York — The African members of 
the United Nations, although often 
riven by internal differences and 
disagreements at home, enjoy an 
ability to find a consensus here that 
binds together nearly every country 
in the group. 

Diplomats and officials say that 
this unity, a source of pride and 
sometimes of envy, has become an 
important feature of political life at 
the United Nations. 

“There are certain areas where 
you can’t get Africa to speak with 
one voice," said Paul M. Rupia, the 
delegate from Tanzania. He cited 
the controversies over the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan and 
the situation in Cambodia as exam- 
ples of issues where the African 
countries have adopted no com- 
mon policy. 

“But,” Mr. Rupia said, “if there 
has been an important derision in 


the Organization of African Unity, 
i! wold be unthinkable for any 
African ambassador at the UN to 
take a position at variance with it." 

The African position represents 
a factor of considerable importance 
in the workings of the United Na- 
tions. The African countries repre- 
sent nearly one third of the total 
15S-natioh membership in the 
General Assembly. With that kind 
of voting strength, any agreement 
among the African countries is vir- 
tually certain to be adopted by the 
membership as a whole.

French Fanners Disrupt Railroad Traffic

RENNES, France — Rail 
traffic in Brittany was at a near 
standstill Wednesday as farmers 
protesting low prices and rail-

Over 
the past year, the country has ex- 
pelled 12 Soviet nationals for in- 
dustrial espionage. 

In December, Sweden came un- 
der lobbying from the Reagan ad- 
mini strati on to return U.S.-made 


Defense Secretary .Caspar W. 
Weinberger at a press conference, 
adding that not to do so “could 
very substantial damage to 
the national security of the United 
States, to Sweden and to the whole 
free world." 

But even before Sweden had 


complied, the Soviet press agency 
Novostf asserted: “How is it that 
some people give way so easily to 
American attempts to dictate po- 
licy to an independent nation? 
Must the Swedes really in all busi- 
ness be supervised by instructions 
from the U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment?" 

Sweden has been avowedly neu- 
tral in the turbulence of shifting 
European since 1814 ana 

there seems to be no popular incli- 
nation nowadays for any other 
stance. But in these times of height- 
ened East-West tensions, Sweden’s 
position is constantly tested by 
pressure from Washington and 
Moscow, with most of the harass- 
ment coming from the Kre mlin. 

When Mr. Palme declared last 
week that Sweden’s policies include 


computer equipment with military 
usefulness.

Gromyko assured him, Mr. Palme 
said afterward, that Moscow re- 
spects Swedish neutrality and will 
not "infringe" on its territory. 

Significantly, though, Mr. Palme 
chose not to specifically accuse the 
Russians of sending the subma- 


rines, complaining to Mr. Gromy- 
ko instead that there bad been M in- 


fringemenis that cannot be 
explained normally” 


He pledged to Mr. Gromyko, 
however, that Sweden would fight 
violations of its waters with “ut- 
most strength” regardless of their 
origin. Forcing intruders to sur- 
face, or if necessary, destroying 
them, is the objective of the Swed- 
ish Navy. 

To give greater substance to that 
threat, Sweden’s parliament and its 
armed forces agreed in the fall to a 
program to upgrade antisubmarine 
defenses. It includes immediate ex- 
penditure of about S30 million on 
new equipment. Overall military 
spending is also bong increased. 

“There is no doubt that the sub- 
marine issue has forced a re-exami- 
nation of the role of our military 
defenses,” said Carl BQdt, a Con- 
servative Party member of the gov- 
ernment's submarine study com- 
mission. “There had been a 
tendency to focus on political and 
economic measures of strengthen- 
ing our neutrality.

Lebanese Army Gashes With Rebels in Beirut, Mountains

BEIRUT — l^ibanese Army 
troops using a nnetrd- vehicles 
fought Shiite Moslem militiamen in 
the streets of south Beirut on 
Wednesday after other units 
dashed with Druze rebels in the 
mountains.

Fighting in Beirut centered on 
the Green Line separating the 
Christian neighborhood of Ain d- 
Rummaneh and the Moslem dis- 
trict of Shiyah in south Beirut. 

“The gunmen in the Shiyah area 
started the fighting,” state-run Bei- 


rut radio said, “and are now attack- 
ing army positions with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and automatic 
rifles.” 

The radio added that the army 
was retaliating from its fortified 
positions with tanks and other 
weapons. There was no word on 
whether pro-government Christian 
militiamen joined the battle. 

In the Chuf mountains east of 


Beirut, the army bombarded the 
Druze strongholds of Aitat and 
Baisour, according to the Druze 
radio monitored in the capital. 

Walid JumblaL leader of the Syr- 
ian-backed Druze rebels, called 
over the weekend for the resigna- 
tion of President Amin Gemayers 
government.

Officials See Rise in Killers Who Roam U.S . in Search of Victims

SEATTLE — Law-enforcement 
officials report growing evidence of 
a substantial increase in the num- 
ber of killers who Strike again and 
again, sometimes traveling from 
city to city, choosing strangers as 
victims, then moving oa to kill 
again. 


They say the killers are extreme- 
ly difffc 


icult to catch because they 
are often highly intelligent, kill 
without apparent motive and leave 
few clues. 

People commonly call such kill- 
era mass murderers, but Justice De- 
partment officials draw a distinc- 
tion between “mass' murderers," 
whose multiple killings usually oc- 
cur in one spot at one tune, and 
“serial murderers/’ who kill repeat- 
edly over a period of rime; often 
over a wide area. 

According to a Justice Depart- 
ment study, there have been more 
than 30 cases in the past decade in 
which a single kfller has murdered 
at least six people over a period of 
time, in most cases choosing 
strangers as the victims. 

Investigators here said they be- 
lieve that one man has IriDed at 
least 13 girls and young women, 
and possibly as many as 21, in the 
past 18 months. Hie killer is called 
the “Green River Killer” because 
he dumped the bodies of some of 
his victims beside a scenic river 
southeast of Seattle. 
Law-enforcement officials say 

there have been isolated examples 
of such, criminals in the past, in- 
cluding “Jack -the Ripper,” who 
terrorized prostitutes in 19th-cen- 
tury London. 


Robert O. Heck, a Justice De- 
partment official who is a specialist 
on the problem, said that as many 
as 4,000 Americans a year, at least 
half of them under the age of 18, 
are murdered this way. He said he 
believes at least 35 such killers are 
now roaming the country. 

“Weal! lauk about Jack The Rip- 
per, he killed five people,” he said. 
“We talk about the “Boston Stran- 
gler,' who killed 13, and mavbe 
“Son of Sam,’ who killed six. But 
we’ve got people out there now kill- 
ing 20 and 30 people and more, and 


some of them just don’t kill They 
torture their victims in terrible 


ways and mutilate them before 
they IdQ them.” 

“'Something’s going on ont 
there,” Mr. Heck said. “It’s an epi- 
demic. Yet, if you look at these 
people, they look normal, you 
couldn't pick them out of a crowd." 

Last October, in perhaps the 
most shocking example of the phe- 
nomenon, officials In Louisiana, 
Florida and Texas said that two 
drifters, Ottis Ehwood Toole, who is 
36 years old, and Henry Lee Lucas, 
47, had admitted killing more than 


200 people, mostly women and 
duldren, while traveling around 
the country during the 1970$ and 
early 1980s. 

Law-enforcement officers from 
20 states gathered in Louisiana this 
week to compare notes on the two 
men. The investigators said they 
were unable to verify all of the 
killings to which the men con- 
fessed, but that they are prime sus- 
pects in almost 100 unsolved mur- 
der cases in 13 states. 

The officials said they have no 
explanation for the apparent in- 
crease in such murders, although 
many said they believe it is linked 


no connection with the commercial 
sex trade and were picked off the 
street, seemingly at random, for ex- 
ecution, often after being sexually 
assaulted and tortured. Many of 
the most violent recent multiple 
murders have been committed by 
homosexual males. 

Mr. Heck said a major reason 
that such killers are able to get 
away with so many murders for so 
long is that there is no centralized 
information system to help the au- 
thorities in different states discover 
a pattern in seemingly senseless, 
unsolved murders committed thou- 
sands of tpOes apart.

However, officials say that stud- 
ies of homicide records going back, 
several decades and the limited 
amount of statistical data that is 


available supports their contention 
that the existence of so many mass 
killers over a short period of time is 
a relatively new phenomenon. 

In 1966, according to the depart- 
ment. almost 1 1,000 murders were 
committed in the United States. No 
apparent motive could be deduced 
for 644 or the total about 5.9 pff- 
ceat. The other killings involved 
disputes with friends or family 
members, robberies or other mur- 
ders where the motive was readily 
apparent. 

By 1982, the last year for which 
statistics are available; more than. 
23,000 murders were committed 
and the number for whom there 
was no apparent motive had 
climbed to 4,1 18, or 17.8 percent of 
the total. Moreover, while there 
was a decrease of 6 percent be- 
tween 5981 and 1983 m the total 
number of murders, the comber of 
seemingly motiveless murders went 
up almost 3 percent. 

Mr. Heck said that each year 
more titan 4.000 bodies are found 
abandoned on lonely hillsides, in 
city dumps or beside rural roads 
and are never identified. 


The phenomenon has gone large- 
ly unn o ticed on a national scale, 
law enforcement officials sad.

Reagan Witt Seek Increased Funds 
For Acid Rain Study, Officials Say 


Sew York Time* Serene 

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan will ask for in- 
creased funds for research on acid 
rain in his 198S budget, but he will 
not recommend a program to con- 
trol the pollution that causes arid 
rain, government officials say. 

Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy aides and other officials said the 
president would ask for about SSS 
million, compared to the 527 mil- 
lion in the current budget, for such 
research. 

He will seek additional funds, 
perhaps nearly 550 million more, 
for monitoring specific bodies of 
fresh water and for experimental 
programs to mitigate the effects of 
arid rain, including adding lime to 
some ponds and lakes, the officials 
said. No funds are set aside specifi- 
cally in the current budget for such 
monitoring. 

, A.mqjor source of add precipita- 
tion is sulfur dioxide emissions 


from coal-fired power plants and 
factories. Scientific studies have 
found that arid rain is killing fresh- 
water life in the Northeast, m Can- 
ada and in other areas. It is also 
suspected of damaging forests and 
crops and possibly threatening hu- 
man health.

A better-fed world is a safer as well as better 
world. And it was self-interest and not just 
altruism that led Americans to contribute a 
1982 total of SI billion to the United Nations 
and its special funds, not inducting the IDA. 
Yet a Swe dish study finds that in per capita 
terms the United States ranked only 18th 
among contributors, giving $4.36 compared 
with Norway’s top-ranking $37.83. 

Trailing even further b ehind, in 59th place, 
was the Soviet Union, whose $161 million 
amounted to a miserly 60 cents per arizen. 
That from a nation that proclaims itself the 
“natural ally" of the world’s poor. In truth, the 
Soviet bloc gives a bare minimum to global 
efforts and includes as “foreign aid" its securi- 
ty assistance to communist states like Cuba, 
Mongolia,. Vietnam and Afghanistan. 

The Soviet bloc has boasted of $44 billion in 
foreign aid between 1976 and 1980, but a 
British study tracked disbursements of only $8 
billion, nearly all of it to six “socialist" allies. 
Here is a chance for Americans to expose 
Soviet penury. But by cutting back on the IDA 
and threatening IFAD, Unde Cheap is in a 
poor position to lecture Comrade Scrooge.

Moscow and Arms Conirol Resolved: That Reagan Should Get Another Term 


From the start the discussion of Moscow's 
record of arms control compliance has been 
: politically distracted. Some American conser- 
vatives have sought to play up allegations of 
violations in order to derail arms control talks 
and spur arms bunding. Some liberals, their 
purpose being to protect the arms conirol 
“process” against ail challenges, have suggest- 
ed that the very readiness to took into the 
allegations is evidence of a suspect intent. But 
. this is the wrong approach, from both ends. 

- - The Soviet record is too important to be 
gjven over to those with an ax to grind. Its 
■ examination has long needed to be rescued 
from the two groups: from those who would 
use even the flimsiest allegations of violations 
to subvert a potentially useful public purpose, 
and from those whose dedication to the conti- 
nuity of aims control is so overwhelming that 
others might sometimes wonder if they would 
give important violations their due. President 
Reagan is conducting such a necessary rescue. 

In response to legislative request he has just 
sent a long classified report to Congress and a 
shorter unclassified “fact sheet" with a cover 
letter to the public. We have seen only the 
second document; if it fairly reflects the first. 


[hen good sense has been added to the debate. 

The fact sheet lists seven items, touching 
chemical warfare, troops in Europe and strate- 
gic arms, and distinguishes among uncondi- 
tional “violations” (yellow rain, telemetry 
encryption. ICfiM modernization) and condi- 
tional ones. The president accepts that “Soviet 
noneompliance is a serious matter,” for its 
potential impact cm security and its real im- 
pact on political attitudes. Yet no claim is 
made that any of the listed violations — even 
new radar that is “almost certain]/’ a poten- 
tial part of a treaty-banned anti-missile de- 
fense — threatens US. security. America will 
continue to seek Soviet explanations and cor- 
rective actions through diplomatic channels, 
the report says, and it will keep carrying out its 
arms control obligations and commitments. 

In brief, Mr. Reagan is troubled, rightly, fay 
the alleged violations and by the Soviet atti- 
tudes they seem to reflect But he has looked 
calmly at the record and found no reason not 
to keep on the arms control track. Those who 
cry that he is malting trouble by saying there is. 
a problem, or that he is ignoring a menace by 
kegping his cool, are both wrong.

A Constitution for Hong Kong? 


China and Britain may yet come up with a 
written constitution for Hong Kong in 1984. 
So much, however, remains to be agreed — 
including the nature of British interests after 
1997 — that hope should not be exaggerated. 

The greatest problem for Hong Kong begins 
only after a treaty is signed. How to make it 
stick? China's political history has been so 
volatile that there is no way of knowing what 
sort of leaders she wQl have in 13 years' time, 
or what attitude they will take to treaties 
signed by their predecessors. Her respect for 
international law since the seizure of Tibet has, 
to put it mildly, been intermittent. The confi- 
dence of the.

WASHINGTON — The United States shows 
a higher degree of industrial preparedness for 
war than ever before, but the country’s facili- 
ties for manufacturing monitions are below 
national needs.

It is encouraging, in- George 
Orwell’s 1984, to note how well hu- 
man flexibility and capacity for re- 
form have found tolerable solutions 
to the old problems of industrial soci- 
ety. They are the problems that set 
Karl Marx to revolutionary theoriz- 
ing, but the sohitiansarenot Marx’s. 

The obligation to provide basic 
social security, health and. education 
to the whole society has been estab- 
lished in all democratic countries. 
There can be no reversion to prirn- 
tive capitalism. A degree or social 
justice has been accepted, not only as 
compatible with liberty but as essen- 
tial to its culture. 

But the limits to society's capacity 
to provide are also bang recognized. 
Society cannot distribute more than 
it produces, and it will not produce 
sufficiently if the state weighs too 
heavily on individuate. 

There can be too much of it good 
thing. Although it is hard to pursue 
opposite goals of freedom and aider, 
compassion and discipline with equal 
intensity at the same time, the needs 
keep asserting themselves. Beneath 
tire flux there is gradual advance. The 
vision of progress is no longer Wind- 
ing. but nether is it dead. 

Of course, tbe wmdd keeps turning. 
Just as the societies that cherished 
freedom to innovate,, to backtrack 
and correct mistakes hive shown 
their ability to deal with' the tragic 
dilemmas of the industrial' revdu- 
tion, the new technological revolu- 
tion brings new challenges. 

Once again Sweden’s example can 
inspire confidence.

N EW YORK — Bernard Greenberg’s affinity for flies helps 
cracks murder mysteries. 

“Flies are the fust thing at ihe scene of a killing," Mr. Green bag 
said in an interview in Omni magazine. Mr. Greenberg, an entomolo- 
gist at the University of Illinois at Chicago, has given testimony that 
helped lead to 10 murder convictions. He begins his detective work 
when law officers bring him flies from the murder scene. 

“There are country flies and urban flies, " Mr. Greenberg said. “If 
you find country flies on a body in the inner city, you can assume the 
body was moved.” He also can calculate the approximate time a crime 


occurred by figuring out what stage of development maggots have 
readied when found on a corpse, the magazine said. CpoTiempera- 
tures delay the growth of larvae; warm weather speeds it up. 

One of Mr. Greenberg's most unusual cases involved viewing 
photographs of maggot-covered bodies. He was able to narrow ihe 
time of death to within two days, breaking a three-year murder 
investigation. The scientist also toid Omni that he is able to tell when 
hospitals neglect tcnmnal patients on life-support systems because fly 
larvae accumulate in the slowly decaying bodies.

Under the direction of Dr. Ron- 
ald W.P. Drever. at the California 
Institute of Tedmolpgy, and Dr. 
Rainer Weiss, at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, designs 
using lasers are being developed for 
L-shaped detectors that are three 
miles (4.8 kilometers) on each side. 

Two three-mile laser tubes, esti- 
mated to cost a total of SS8 million, 
would probably be placed at some 
remote spot in the West where 
trenches could be dug, then cov- 
ered, creating tunnels to provide a 
uniform temperature for the tubes. 
The project has bom submitted for 
financing by the National Science 
Foundation. 

Other gravitational wave detec- 
tors, projected or already in exis- 
tence around-the world, according 
to Dr. Weiss, include these: 

• Super-coded aluminum bars 
at Louisiana State University, the 
universities of Maryland, Roches- 
ter (New York) and Rome, and an 


aluminum resonant structure at the 
University of Tokyo. 

• Coded sapphire bars at Mos- 
cow State University and niobium 
bars at the University of Western 
Australia. Niobium — a metallic 
dement — and sapphire resonate 
longer than aluminum but are more 
difficult to fabricate. 

• Laser-based antennas at the 
University of Glasgow in Scotland, 
and the Max Planck Institute, in 
Gaiching, West Germany. Similar 
approaches have also been report- 
ed in France, Israel and the Soviet 
Union. 

The goal of all these efforts, ac- 
cording to Dr. Drever. is almost 
.beyond definition; it is, he says, “to 
open a new window on the uni- 
verse." 

"We don't even know all the 
we might see through that 
v," he wrote recently. “An 
entirely new area of astronomy 
would be opened up." 

So far, Einstein’s predictions 
have an excellent record of experi- 
mental confirmation. And the con- 
viction that gravitational radiation 
exists was reinforced a few years 
ago by the observation that two 
neutron stars orbiting each other at 
close range were slowing down; the 
energy they lose as they decelerate 
must go somewhere, and, presum- 
ably, it is being shed as gravitation- 
al waves.

The explosive worldwide growth 
in telecommunications has trig- 
gered this crisis.

So do most long- 
distance telephone lines and most 
television networks. "This 
growth pretty wdl accounts for our 
existing capacity ” said Alan L. 
Parker, president of Ford Aero- 
space Satellite Services Crap. “I 
know that at peak periods during 
prime television time, there is no 
way anybody could lease any new 
time in space. Our satellite trans- 
mission system is at maximum 
use." 

The trouble is that demand for 
new cable television programs 
alone is still growing so last u win 
outstrip expuity for years to come. 
Lower satriliie transmission costs 
have triggered dramatic increases 
in video-conferencing networks 
such as Hi-Net, Sat-Serv and Vi- 
deostar. Lower Earth station costs 
are even more responsible for the 
explosive growth m telecommuni- 
cations. Four years ago, an Earth 
station cost 335,000 and was in 
limited distribution. But today, an 
Earth station costs less than $2,000 
and is widely available. 

The “dishes" that receive satel- 
lite signals on Earth can now be 
seen on the tops of prisons, hospi- 
tals, university dormitories, apart- 
ment buildings and almost all large 
office buildings in major UJ5. oi- 
ks. The number of “backyard” 
dishes used by homeowners to tap 
into regional and cable television 
programs now exceeds 200,000. 

So, how will this mushrooming 
market be accommodated if there 
is no more room in space?

Convergent Technologies Appears 
ToBeonRise — With AT&T Boost

SaNTa CLARA. California — Amentia Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. surprised many in the 
ofrice-computer industry earlier this month when 
it picked tilde-known Convergent Technologies 
Inc. 10 supply "certain products" exclusively for its 
information -systems division. 

The choice was a fortunate one for Convergent, 
which is counting on such developments to pull it 
out of a period of slumping profits. But it was also 
an indication of tile rising, albeit p reca rious, for- 
tunes of the five-year-old company. 

Led by a flamboyant and perceptive president. 
Allen H. Michels, Convergent has developed a 
reputation as an innovative designer and high- 
volume maker of desktop work stations 

"They are there at the right time with the right 
technical solutions and their quality generally is 
good,"' said Patricia Seybold. editor of the Sevbold 
Report on Office Systems. 

“It's a year of challenge, no question about it” 
Mr. Michels said. Dominican cigar in hand. “The 
worst crime we could commit, aside from shipping 
product or poor quality, is embarrassing good 
people at good companies who trusted us to get 
their job done for them." 

For a time last year. Convergent appeared to 
many investors 10 be heading for trouble. It was 
bunched in the public eye with nose-diving com- 
puter makers like Osborne Compuier Cap. and 
Victor Technologies Inc. The price of its shares slid 
from a high of 540.125 on June 24 to a low of 
S 17.75 Oct. IS. Its shares, traded over the counter, 
have rebounded since then, and were bid Tuesdav 
at 525.25. 

Net income fell 21.9 percent, to 5321 million, in 
the third quarter of 1983 from a year earlier, 
although revenue was up 29 percent, to S38.3 
million. 

Now, analvsts say. if Convergent eases its pro- 
duction bottlenecks, profits should be up sharply 
in the first quarter, although fourth-quarter results, 
due to be released in February, could still show a 
decline. 

Convergent expects to report sales of about S165 


million for 1983. according to Mr. Michels, but 
analysts say the figure should approach $400 mil- 
lion this year. 

The company expects about 90 percent of those 
sales to come from three new product lines. They 
are the Workslaie. a 2 : :-pound (1.1 -kilogram), 
briefcase-size computer with a basic price of S895 
and che first Convergent product to be marketed 
under its own name; the NGen (which stands for 
□ext generation), a 16-fcat desktop computer whose 
price is expected 10 range from 52JJOO to S7.00Q. 
and a 32-bit super-microcomputer called the Mc- 
gaframe, whose list price ranges from SI 6.000 to 
SI20.000. Each is compatible with the others and 
with Convergent's work stations already in use. A 
hit is a measure of processing capability. 

Mr. Michels said he has SI .7 billion in orders 
through 1986. not including the AT&T contract, 
which could exceed 5200 million in 1985 or 1986. 
according to some analysts. 

Convergent has mode a specially of designing 
and assembling desktop computer systems and 
then selling them 10 large manufacturers that 
found they could save on development costs by 
modifying and expanding Convergent products to 
meet specific market needs. Many analysts expect 
that Convergent will do the vanv? for AT&T al- 
though AT&T is still expected to produce most of 
its equipment on its own. 

Exactly what Convergent will design and pro- 
vide to AT&T is the subject of much speculation. 
But Convergent is one of the few outside compa- 
nies that will aid AT&T’s move into office comput- 
ers, and its long-awaited clash on that from with 
International Business Machines Corp. 

The most likely prototype of the product that 
Convergent will provide for AT&T, according to 
David Lawrence, an analyst with Montgomery 
Securities in S3n Francisco, is the NGen. 

Bui production of the NGen has been slowed by 
a shortage of a new 8-megahertz. 16-bit chip, which 
is produced by Intel Corp.. that runs the NGen's 
software. 

For now. Convergent is using a less powerful

Volvo ’83 Profit 
Doubled Despite 
Loss at Oil Unit

STOCKHOLM — AB Volvo, 
the Swedish automotive, energy 
and food group, repotted Wednes- 
day that its pretax profit nearly 
doubled in 1983 despite a sleep loss 
at its oil-trading Subsidiary- 

Pretax profit totaled 4.25 billion 
kronor (about SS21 million) in 
1983. up from 2.44 billion kronor in 
1982. Sales rose 33 percent to 100.9 
billion kronor from 75.6 billion 
kronor in 1982. the company, the 
largest Nordic industrial concern, 
said in a preliminary annual report. 

According to Volvo officials, 
about 80 percent of 1983 profit was 
derived from sales of Volvo cars, 
and die bulk of car earnings came 
from exports to the United States. 

Management proposed raising 
the 1983 dividend to 11.50 kronor 
per 50- kronor nominal share from 
10 kronor in 1982. and said the 
company’s return on capital rose to 
18 percent from 17J percent in 
1982. 

Volvo's oil- trading unit. Scandi- 
navian Trading Co., the group's 
largest subsidiary by sales, had a 
1983 loss of 649 million kronor, 
compared with a 1982 profit of 128 
million kronor. The results were 
worse than earlier company esti- 
mates that losses would total about 
475 million kronor. STCs sales 
rose to 47.6 billion kronor from 
33.5 billion kronor in 1982. 

Volvo said it had set aside 500 
million kronor to cover possible 


losses on STC s intended sales of 
ScandrilL an unprofitable oil and 
gas exploration unit with activities 
mainly in the United States. Volvo 
also said it would inject an addi- 
tional 360 million kronor in capita! 
into STC by subscribing to a new 
share issue by the subsidiary. 

Pehr Gylienhammar. Volvo's 

managing board chairman and 
chief executive officer, said that 
Volvo's 1983 profit would have 
been about 1.1 billion kronor high- 
er if it hod not been far losses and 
costs associated with STC. Mr. 
Gyllenhammer also affirmed that 
StC would remain a vital purl of 
the Volvo group and said the com- 
pany had no intention of pulling 
out of the energy trading business. 

The losses were run up mostly in 
the United States, where STCs 
Scanoil oil-trading operations were 
hurt by the unexpected drop in 
prices after an OPEC meeting end- 
ed in disarray Iasi spring. ScandrilL 
STCs exploration and develop- 
ment unit, which operates mainly 
in the Ignited States, reported a 
1983 loss of 320 million kronor. 

Analysts said they were im- 
pressed by Volvo's 1983 perfor- 
mance in spite of the STC losses, 
but cautioned that STC would re- 
main a worrisome factor for the 
company's future. 

Reggie Duquesnoy. analyst with 
Amhold & Bleichroder. a New 
York brokerage dealing in Scandi- 
navian shares, said STC "seems to

BIS Reports' Spectacular’ Shift in Borrowing

PARIS — A “spectacular” shift 
in lending and borrowing patterns 
in the international banking mar- 
ket has turned die United Slates 
into the largest single laker of 
funds, reversing its decade-long po- 
sition as the fountainhead of credit 
to the rest of the world. 

The Basd-based Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, reporting this 
development Wednesday -in Jls 
quarterly analysis of international 
banking developments, observed 
that “the outside area has become a 
net supplier of funds to the report- 
ing area — to industrial countries 
as a group." 

The term "outside area" is BIS 
jargon for developing countries. 
Eastern Europe and the smaller 
West European countries. 

The BIS report continued: “It is 
loo early to say whether this is just 


a temporary phenomenon or 
whether it reflects a more lasting 
recovery in the balance-of-pay- 
ments position of some outside- 
area countries.” 

BIS officials said it would be 
incorrect to view the reflow of 
funds to the United States as a 
mirror image of the dollar's 
strength on the foreign- exchange 
market, or in relation to the very 
large and widening U.S. trade and 
current-account deficits. The cur- 
rent account is a broad measure 
that indudes trade in merchandise 
and nonmerchandise items. 

Instead, they say. the reflow re- 
flects the unwillingness of banks to 
lend to the developing countries or 
Eastern Europe and weak demand 
for credit within Western Europe 
and the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

“There are more funds than 
there are lending outlets.” an offi- 
cial explained, "and therefore mon- 


ey flows back to the United 
Slates.” 

Fueling this reflow is the fact 
that the interest-rate differential 
between Eurodollar rates ^nd U-S. 
domestic interest rates has been 
narrowing. 

In early 1981, for example,' Euro- 
dollar interest rates were 1.4 per- 
centage points higher than the U.S. 
domestic rales. But in the third 
quarter of last year, the period cov- 
ered By the BIS report, the diffqrcn-.. 
dal. bad inarrowed- 1 $ e^ntfO^- 
point. . - : •*.- ! - 

As a result. VLS. banks imported 
from the Euromarket $103 billion 
— a sharp reversal from the $38.7 
billion they had exported during all 
of last year. Non-bank U3. deposi- 
tors placed S80D million in the Eur- 
omarket in the third quarter, a 
shadow of the $13.7 billion deposit- 
ed for all of last year. 

The United States was still a net 
supplier of funds in the first three 


months of last year.- providing 
S 1-7.2 billion to the international 
market. By the second quarter, the 
figure wasreduced'to a nrflow of SI 
billion.' and in the third quarter this 
widened to a net reflow of 593 
billion. 

Reflecting the weak demand for 
international credit in Western Eu- 
rope, Japan and Canada, the so- 
called inside area of reporting 
countries were net depositors of 
S14.] billion, in the third quarter. 
uOPEC. a!$er running down its 
deposits in- the first ax months of 
the year by $16.1 billion, again be- 
came a net lender with third-quar- 
ter deposits totaling $800 million. 

Lending to the outside-area 
countries totaled $2.9 billion, down 
from $3.1 billibta in the second 
quarter and bringing the total for 
the first three quners of 1983 to 
$7.4 billion — far less than the 
$242 billion lent in 1982 or the 
$482 billion lent in 1981. before 


the emergence of the Third World’s 
debt crisis. 

Lending to Latin America in- 
creased $1.7 billion, but deposits 
from those countries rose 52.9 bil- 
lion. Mexico's deposits rose $1.6 
billion. Brazil's S900 million and 
Chile’s $500 million. Loans 10 
Mexico increased $1.1 billion and 
to Chile by $900 million. 

Bank claims on Argentina and 
Brazil were virtually unchanged 
and modest declines were reported 
for virtually all other countries in 
the region. 

China, which borrowed $800 
million, and Malaysia. $400 mil- 
lion, were the only large non-Latin 
takers of funds. Israel repaid SI. I 
billion and the Philippines suffered 
a 5500-million rundown in loans as 
it' ran into problems repaying debt.

Regan Expects Rates 
To Fall in U.S. This Year

BRUSSELS — U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Donald T. Regan said he 
expects U.S. interest rates to fall in 
1984 because of lower inflationary 
expectations. 

Mr. Regan also rejected sugges- 
tions that European funds are fi- 
nancing the U.S. budget deficit. 

The Treasury secretary, speaking 
with European journalists in a tele- 
vised news conference from Wash- 
ington. said be expected that to- 
gether with interest rates, (he dollar 
would lose some of its strength this 
year, but he refused to forecast 
whenl 

“I've spent 35 years ducking that 
question. I’m not going to start 
now," he said. 

Mr. Regan said real interest rates 
in the United States were still high, 
fueled by market fears of a return 
of high inflation. 

But those fears are not justified, 
Mr. Regan said, adding the U.S. 
administration was determined to 
keep inflation below 4 percent in 
1984. 

Mr. Regan also said that he ex- 


pects inflation-adjusted growth in 
the U.S. gross domestic product of 
4.5 to 5 percent in the first quarter 
of this year, with slightly lower 
growth in the second quarter. 

The secretary denial European 
press reports that the United States 
opposes a spring meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund’s in- 
terim committee. 

Mr. Regan said the United 
States was not opposed to bolding 
a meeting that but some countries, 
including Western European na- 
tions, are saying there are not 
enough issues to warrant holding a - 
meeting. 

“It’s up to the others to make the 
choice, it’s not up to us,” he said. 

Mr. Regan confirmed reports 
that President Ronald Reagan will 
not propose a major tax increase in 
his forthcoming budget and ques- 
tioned the need for tax increases in 
the first year of a second Reagan 
administration. 

Mr. Regan said spending could 
be cut across the spectrum, includ- 
ing defense, next year. Mr. Regan 
has been reported as proposing a 3-

percent cut in all spending, an idea 
rhn» President Reagan has appar- 
ently declined to adopt, according 
to government sources. 

He acknowledged, however, that 
the budget wQ] include minor tax 
bills, dosing some loopholes. 

Commenting on proposals for 
tax revision, Mr. Regan said there 
would be no major changes put 
forth this year but that the debate 
for a flat tax, or one less graduated 
that the current system would be- 
gin.

WASHINGTON — Orders 
placed with U.S. factories for dura- 
ble goods fell 1.1 percent last 
month from Movember. However, 
for all 1983, orders jumped 16.9 
percent, in yet another sign of the 
strength of the economic recovery, 
the (LS. government said Wednes- 
day. 

The 16.9-percent annual increase 
was in contrast to a decline of 10.3 
percent in 1982, during the worst of 
the recession, the Commerce De- 
partment said. 

These increases are in current 
dollars without discounting for 
rises caused by inflation. The “con- 
stant dollar" figures, which wfll not 
be released for several weeks, wfll 
show the first inflation-adjusted in- 
crease in durable-goods orders 
since 1978. Commerce Department 
economists said. 


The report said December's de- 
cline followed an adjusted increase 
of 3.4 percent in November. In De- 
cember, the value of new orders 
dropped $1.1 billion to $95.4 bil- 
lion, the report said. 

The December drop marked 
only the second month in which 
new orders have fallen since hitting 
a recession low of S70 billion in 
October 1982. Since that time, new 
orders had increased every month, 
except for a 2.9-percent decline last 
July. 

Other details of the December 
report: 

• Orders for military capital 
goods totaled $7.2 billion, a drop of 
10 3 percent from November, when 
mili tary orders had jumped 46 per- 
cent. for the year, defense capital 
goods orders were up 4.7 percent 
from 1982. In 1982, the increase 
had been 27 percent. 


• Orders for non-defense capital 
goods increased 1.8 pereem to 
S24.9 billion in December. 

• Orders for primary metals fell 
18J percent in December, ihe larg- 
est decline for any of the categories.

In the fourth quarter Mobil earned S445 
million, or SI. 09 a share, up from 5398 million, 
or 97 cents a share, in the final 1982 quarter. 
Revenues fell 3.4 percent to S23.6 billion from 
516.3 billion. 

New York-based Mobil said tbe latest quar- 
ter included 598 million in writeoffs associated 
with its stake m tbe Alaskan Mukluk welL 
which turned out to be a dry hole. 

For the full year 1 983 Mobil’s profits climbed 
24 percent to £!-5 billion, or 53.69 a share, from 
51.21 billion, or 52.91 a share, in 1982. Reve- 
nues dropped 9 percent to 538.S billion from 
564. 1 billion. 

Mobil's fordgn petroleum earnings jumped 
43 percent to $96/ million in 1983 from 5677 
million the year before as higher oil production 
in the North Sea. Indonesia and Nigeria more 
than offset lower crude-oil prices. Overseas re- 
fiaine and marketing earnings werebouyed by a 
S5-a-barrel oO price cut in early 1983 by the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. 

Mobil is one of the four U.S. partners in 
Arabian- American Oil Co, which pumps most 
of the oil from Saudi Arabia, OPECs largest 
producer. Earlier this week Exxon reported a 
9.7 percent rise in fourth-quarter profits and 
Standard Oil Co. of California a 5 2 percent 
decline. Texaco is the remaining Aramco part- 
ner. 

Mobil's U.S. petroleum earnings fell IQ 
cent to 5788 million last year from 5699 million 
in 1982 primarily because of tbe writeoff on tbe 
Mukluk weD. 

Mobil's Montgomery Ward subsidiary 
showed a profit in 1983 for the first time since 
1979, with earnings at $40 million, compared 
with a 593-million loss in 1981 The economic 
recovery strengthened sales, margins and credit 
operations.

FCC Votes to Delay f Access Charges’

making good on its promise of last week, voted Wednesday to delay the 
telephone “access charges" that consumers and *raaH businesses were to 
have started paying in ApnL 

The agency, in a unanimous vote, said it had received no public 
comments over the past week that would prompt it to change its mind on 
postponing the imposition of the fees until mid- 1985. The FCC had 
tentatively decided to take that step Jam 19. 

Telephone customers had been scheduled to begin paying the new 
access tecs in April, with residential users paying S2 a month and business 
customers as much as 56 a month tc then local phone company. Under 
Wednesday’s order, only large businesses — those with more than one 
line —will begin paying the fees in April. 

By its vote, the commission committed itself to making a final decision 
on the fate of access charges late this year after conducting new studies on 
whether the Tees pose any threat to universal telephone service: Assuming 
the agency sticks to that timetable, the earliest that access charges could 
be implemented would be during the late spring or summer of 1985.

Warner Communications Inc. and its management with “a pattern of 
racketeering" and violations of federal fraud and securities laws. 

The suit was filed in response to another federal court case brought by 
Warner against Mr. Murdoch’s company. News Internationa] denied the 
allegations, which centered on the charge that the company and its 
in vestment banker had filed false statements about Mr. Murdoch’s 
investment in Warner. Mr. Murdoch has been buying Warner shares and 
now owns about 7 percent of the company’s stock outstanding. He has 
said be might buy as mtich as 49.9 percent of Warner’s shares outstand- 
ing. 

Mr. Murdoch’s counterclaim charges Warner with illegal activities in 
connection with stock sales by Warner officials before Warner's Atari 
unit disclosed sharply lower earnings in late 1981 In addition, the suit 
raises legal issues concerning Warner’s involvement in an effort to buy an 
interest in the Westchester Premier Theater. 

Distillers Go., Esmark Holding Talks 

LONDON (Reuters) — Distillers Co. and Esmark Inc. said on Tues- 
day that talks are under way with a view to the purchase by Distillers of 
Esmark ‘s entire interest in Somerset Importers of New York. 

Somerset is the exclusive importer into the United States of the Johnnie 
Walker brands of Scotch whisky, owned by John Walker & Sons, and the 
Tanqueray brand of gm owned by Charles Tanqueray & Co, Walker and 
Tanquoay are subsidiaries of Distillers. 

Joint Venture to Arrange Debt Swaps 

LONDON (IHT) — Singer & Friedlander Ltd., a small British mer- 
chant bank, is forming a joint venture with European Inter American 
Finance Corp. of New York to arrange swaps of international debt. 

The two companies already are active in matching buyers and sellers of 
debt, mostly from Third World countries involved in reschedulings. Such 
swaps are multiplying as banks and trading companies seek to shed 
doubtful debt exposures by selling them at a discount Victor Segal, a

Bank predicts annual average growth rate of 
2.8 per cent for Japanese economy in FY’84-86 


The economic research department of The Daf-fchf Kangyo 
Bank Ltd. has worked out a mid-range outlook for the Japanese 
economy lor the period from fiscal 1984 through fiscal 1986. To 
sum up, the three years will be characterized by: 

1) An average annual growth rate of 5.6 per cent in 
nominal terms and 2.8 per cent in real (after Inflation) terms. 

2) A growth potential (the average annual growth rate of 
capacity GNP) of around 3 per cent 

3) Generally moderate price advances, despite a slight 
pickup in the latter part of the period. 

4) Continuous deterioration of fiscal Imbalances and ex- 
pansion of the government’s debt Issues, and equally persistent 
Imbalances in external transactions posing a concern over ac- 
cumulation of a huge trade surplus. 

5) The possibility of a moderate Increase In fund short- 
ages in the corporate sector, coupled with a sharp Increase in 
fund shortages in the public sector. 


World economy in recovery 
The world economy has 
moved out of the period of 
stagnation that lasted for three 
years, and is beaded for mod- 
ernate recovery. 'While uncer- 
tainties about the future, such 
as rising protectionism and the 
hangover of Third World debts, 
continue to haunt the world, a 
continuous, though moderate, 
expansion is likely in the fore- 
seeable future led by the re- 
covery of the U.S. economy, 
against the background of 
stability of prices. 

As a result, global trade is 
also headed fa- gradual re- 
covery, taking advantage of ex- 
pansion of industrialized econo- 
mies. the US. in particular. 
But any sharp increase in in- 
ternational trade is unlikely 
under the shackles of high un- 
employment causing trade fric- 
tion among industrialized coun- 
tries, and restrictive import 
policies of developing countries 
and OPEC members. 
Ja panese econom y: 
policy impasses 
First, as far the monetary 
policy, this outlook assumes 
that the discount rate will be 
kepi unchanged at 5 per cent 
over the three years. Domes- 
tically, a low interest rate 
policy should be pursued, but 
this will be difficult given the 
overseas economic climate 
characterized by a levelling off 
of U.S. interest rates at a high 
plateau and intensifying trade 
friction with the U.S. and 
Europe. However, credit will 
be relaxed in quantitative 
terms. 


On the other band, the fiscal 
policy will continue to be man- 
aged stringently, but budget 
deficits are likely to swell for 
two reasons: Unavoidable ex- 
pansion of such built-in, institu- 
tionalized expenses as debt 
servicing copts and social 
security benefits that will far 
outpace budget cuts; and con- 
tinuous slowdown of tax re- 
venues under the influence of a 
weak economic recovery. As a 
'result, the volume of govern- 
ment bond issues will continue 
to swell every year, keeping 
interest rates [ram falling. 

An income tax cut amounting 
to ¥ 1 trillion is expected to be 
implemented in fiscal 1984, but 
it is also assumed that the tax 
cut win be accompanied by a 
compensatory increase in in- 
direct taxes and other duties. 

Given all these restrictive 
factors, monetary and fiscal 
policies are hardly expected to 
play a role in propelling eco- 
nomic expansion. 


Demand factors and GNP 

Personal consumption will 
follow a path of moderate 
recovery. Although tax burden 
and social security contribu- 
tions will rise faster than the 
average annual wage increase, 
stability of consumer prices is 
expected to promote the 
recovery of personal consump- 
tion. 

Price stability is considered 
to stimulate personal consump- 
tion in several ways: li it will 
serve to steadily increase real 
income; 2) with interest rates 
expected to stay high, inflation- 
adjusted interest income on 


personal financial assets will 
maintain a steady uptrend: 3) 
the average propensity to con- 
sume will rise as future money 
worries decrease in the ab- 
sence of apperhension over 
depreciation of the value of 
financial assets dne to Inflation. 

All told, real private final 
consumption expenditures wflJ 
grow at an average annual rate 
of 3.2 per cat during the 
period, compared with an esti- 
mated 2.8 per cent for fiscal 
1981-83. 

PRIVATE HOUSING, 
severely depressed since the 
second oil crisis, will make 
some improvement in the 
future. An important develop- 
ment that makes such a fore- 
cast realistic is a marked 
stabilization of land prices and 
construction costs. When this is 
taken into consideration along 
with the favorable impact of 
general price stability on per- 
sonal financial assets as men- 
tioned in the preceding para- 
graph, housing investment can 
be expected to respond posi- 
tively because potential de- 
mand for better housing is still 
very strong. 

PRIVATE CAPITAL IN- 
VESTMENT faces a brighter 
prospect over the medium 
range after having followed a 
generally sluggish trend under 
the influence of low corporate 
earnings, low capacity utiliza- 
tion and high real Interest 
rates. With corporate earnings 
and capacity utilization picking 
up in the second half of fiscal 
1983 (to March 1984), corporate 
outlays for plants and equip- 
ment are expected to grow 
gradually despite continuously 
high interest levels. Such ex- 
penditures will receive an 
added impetus from the ac- 
celerating move toward auto- 
mation of office work and fac- 
tory lines. 

PRIVATE INVENTORY in- 
crease w&I maintain the cur- 
rent uptrend that started dur- 
ing fiscal 1982 following the 
completion of prolonged adjust- 
ment triggered by the second 
oil crisis. But future inventory 
accumulation will go on at a 
moderate pace. 

PUBLIC DEMAND is expect- 
ed to slow down in the future 
given the severe state of the 


Treasury. Its share of real 
GNP growth is apt to drop from 
0 5 percentage point in fiscal 
1981-83 to 0.2 percentage point 
in fiscal 1984-86. Public works 
investment is likely to decline. 

Although public works in- 
vestment played a significant 
role in boosting the GNP in the 
latter pari of the 1970's hi (he 
aftermath of the first oil crisis, 
this failed to lead to a sub- 
sequent surge of private capital 
investment, only leaving heavy 
deficits in the Treasury, which 
are proving to be a major 
stumbling block for the nation- 
al economy. 

EXPORTS have been ex- 
panding since the outset of 
fiscal 1983 due to moderate re- 
covery of the world economy. 
Over the medium-range, mod- 
erate recovery of the world 
economy led by the UB. will be 
a positive factor for Japan’s 
exports. 

However, as Japan's trade 
surplus with other industrializ- 
ed countries continues to swell, 
friction with them appears like- 
ly to get worse. Japan should 
refrain from taking an optimis- 
tic view of the trade surplus 
situation on the theory that pro- 
tectionism has anyway been a 
fact of life for some time now. 
Particular cat&ion is warranted 
because Japan is to be con- 
fronted with stronger hostilities 
as its annual trade surplus is 
ballooning to $30 billion, com- 
pared with the $10 billion so far, 
winch still has caused consider- 
able friction. 

If this is the prospect for 
Japan, it cannot but decelerate 
its exports. Thar annual 
growth will average 3J per 
cent in fiscal 1984-86, or half the 
estimated 6.5 per cent for fiscal 
1981-83. 

Imports, in the 
meantime, will pick 
up, if moderately, 
along with ex- 
pansion of domestic 
demand.

Tins 
growth rate is slightly 
smaller than the estimated 
3.1 per cent for the preceding 
three years. 

This deceleration of ONE 
growth will occur because of 
a slowdown of public demand 
and current overseas surplus 
mirroring a slower growth of 
exports. These two negative 
factors will more than offset 
stronger private domestic 
demand emanating from price 
stability and improvement of 
corporate earnings. 

Prices, both wholesale and 
consumer, are expected to 
remain stable. Factors in the 
background are the existence 
or a supply-demand gap of 7-8 
per cent, the prospect of a 
gradual rise of the yen's ex- 
change rale and moderation of 
wage increases. 
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Balance of pa yments 

On the basis of the prospects 
for exports and imports given 
earlier, the trade balance will 
be in a surplus of $43 billion and 
the current balance close to S3o 
billion in fiscal 1986. If such 
heavy imbalances are to be re- 
dressed. a stronger yen should 
be an answer. Yet. with U.S. 
interest rates likely to stay at a 
high level. Japan will register a 
deficit of $20 billion in its long- 
term capital account, and this 
will prevent the yen from 
strenghening to an extent that 
(he trade unbalance can be im- 
proved. 

The yen's exchange rate is 
expected to strengthen mod- 
erately to 230 against the U.S. 
dollar in fiscal 1984. to 225 in 
fiscal 1985 and to 220 in fiscal 
1966.

Her unifying thwne, and it can be hewn out 
of "Wmterthurn,'’ seems to be that acceptance 
is all — understanding, resignation to life as it 
is, a joining together in love rather than sob tary 
rebellion against family (or anything else). “In 
Oates's fiction,” says one of her critical biogra- 
phers, Ellen Friedman, “the adolescent ro- 
mance with freedom and immortality has been 
discarded for the adult marriage to the world." 

Bom of working-class Catholic parents in 
western New York State (MDleipoit), Oates 
has often used upstate New York as a setting. 
“Mysteries of Winterthura" seems to be in the 
Adirondacks, far enough north to pick up a 
trace of French-Canadian names, triangulated, 
it may be, by Albany, Utica and Hattsbmg. 

She has tins time chosen, I think: unwisely, to 
tell her Gothic tales in a convoluted, word- 
heavy simulation of Victorian prose that has 
the effect of placing a plate of thick, rippled 
glass between the reader and the events in 
view. 

At an early moment in the first of the three 
stories, “The Virgin in the Rose-Bower, or, The 
Tragedy of Glen Mawr Manor," I was struck 
by one sentence that proved to be 145 words 
long and to employ within it three sets of 
quotation marks, one set each of dashes and 
parentheses, 22 commas, a colon and two itali- 
cized words.

Xavier is an amateur detective who byuie 
conduding story.

Xavier plum- 
mets to the lowest depths of personal degrada- 
tion, drinking many rimes more than is good 
for Him Bat there is light at the end of the 
funnel and Oates brings her saga to a brisk 
dose. 

In dee d it will surprise no one familiar with 
her work that Oates’s Xavier, frustrated at 
every tum in his one-man struggle for truth 
anrf justice and thwarted by the ironies and 
concealments of the world, his hair premature- 
ly silvered by all be has endured, says farewell 
to private detecting and retires to the Adiron- 
dack ninwi with the lady of his long-deferred 
choice. It has been a long road indeed. 

For her limitless energy, the fecundity of her 
imagination and the persistence of her vision, 
highest marks; for Oates’s choice this lime of a 
literary voice, lower marks.

I N the nea rly 60 years since 
contract bridge became 
popular, one might suppose 
that all basic bidding situa- 
tions have been thoroughly ex- 
plored. But significant ideas 
are still introduced from time 
to time. A description of them 
received the 1983 Precision 
Award for the best article, or 
series of articles. 

The article, selected by the 
International Bridge Press As- 
sociation, was Tve Got a Se- 
cret,” by Ed Manfieki, in the 
magazine The Bridge Woiii. 

The author’s secret — now 
one no longer — will surely be 
adopted by many experts. It 
concerns the precise signifi- 
cance of an immediate redou- 
ble when an opening suit bid is 
doubled. Traditionally, this 
means 10 high-card points or 
more, and probably interest in 
penalizing the opponents. 

The difficulty about this is 
that the redoubler cannot give 


a dear message with a later 
double. Is this a confident pen- 
alty moye^with four qrjnore_ 
raids in the enemy suit? Or a 
rafid suggestion with three? 

Manfieki solves the problem 
by redoubling only when hold- 
ing good defense in at least two 
unhid suits. With Hal hands, 
the opener’s partner should 
pass mid double later. This is 
just a penalty suggestion, and 
the opener is more likely to 
pidl the double. 

The North hand in the dia- 
gram is suitable for a Manfidd 
redouble, because he is ready 
to double either minor. When 
he later bids two no-trump, the 
position is dear to South and 
the partnership staggers on 
five diamonds. 

West leads a high trump “to 
haVe a look at the dummy," 
but his drift to hearts is too 
late: South can play dubs, fi- 
nessing on the second round 
add discarding the heart loser 
from his band. 

An opening heart lead 


would beat South, for the de- 
darer would play clubs at 
once. He could survive double- 
dummy by playing spades be- 
fore clubs, for the last spade in 
the dosed hand eventually 
provides a heart discard after 
the defenders have been forced 
to use up their small trumps.

Wat Tyler led a bloody peasant 
rebellion in England in the 1 4 th 
century. The London publisher 
said this pen name was unaccept- 
able, so Hamrick, who admits to 
a m3d case of Anglophobia, set- 
tied for W.T. Tyler. 

By the same token, Hamrick 
protested his publisher’s use of 
jacket blurbs quoting reviewers 
who compared ms work to that of 
John Le Carre and Graham 
Greene. He deplores both for 
what be called “their deep hostil- 
ity to Americans.” 

As if in response, there are sev- 
eral un pleasan t Englishmen scat- 
tered about his novels, including 
a deliriously foolish British am- 
bassador in his Congo tale, 
“Rogue's March,” and a traitor- 
ous intelligence officer based on 
Kim Phdby, who had skipped 
from Lebanon to the Soviet 
Union shortly before Hamrick 
was posted to Beirut His British 
publisher refused to purchase 
“Rogue’s March." 

However, there are also dis- 
agreeable Americans in his work, 
especially in the newest “The 
Shadow Cabinet” which he con-
